POLITICS. CRIME, LAWYER CRIMINAL 


AND SQUARE COP 


'"Dixie" Davis, the lawyer criminal 


who ''turned in" Jimmie Hines, is now 
shooting the works in a series of articles 
in Collier's. Since the Hines trial estab- 
lished corroboration in plentiful measure 
of the Davis testimony, a jury believed it, 
sr.d z> t'-ia! judge approved the verdict, it 
may be a proper source of material to 
which the people may resort in order to 
better understand many of the problems 
with which they have to deal. 


In the opening article Mr. Davis intro- 


duces one of the leading characters in this 
blunt but honest way: 


"Dutch Schultz was ugly; he had 


been drinking and suddenly he had 
his gun out. . . All in the same quick 
motion, he swung it up, stuck it in 
Jules Martin's mouth and pulled the 
trigger. . . He did that murder just as 
casually as if he were 
picking 
his 


teeth. . . Martin didn't even have time 
to look surprised. . . He was arguing 
•uith his boss in that loud, blustering 
voice of bis. . . And right in the middle 
of a sentence the gun blasted. . . It was 
by mere chance that I was there to 
see that shooting." 
Far from the point of killing Martin's 


body was later found. But the killing had 
taken place outside New York and in a 
county that had a capable prosecutor who 
knew how to get in touch with an honest 
cop. But let Mr. "Davis tell about the cop: 


"Grafenecker became a walking en- 


cyclopedia on all the murders that hap- 
pened in the Schultz mob. . . But he 
never could pin a murder on the Dutch- 
man. Schultz wanted to reach Graf- 
enecker. It would be a big help if he 
knew what the inspector's moves were 
going to be so he sent an old playmate 
to see the detective. 
The messenger 


came back quickly, with a black eye, 
limping. Schultz never could under- 
stand it. He thought Grafenecker was 
screwy. . . 


"I went to Troy and I tell you I had 


a tough time before that grand jury. 
Whatever Hines had done up there he 
hadn't called off the prosecutor. . . 
Grafenecker was the man who was 
causing us this trouble. . . Moreover 
Grafenecker found evidence that con- 
vinced him that Martin was running 
the restaurant racket. . . After years 
of tedious digging Dewey broke the 
racket.. . Schultz was dead but it was 
a -triumph for Grafenecker." 
Quick trigger killers, without mercy or 


compunction, swaggered around America's 
greatest city and in many respects ruled it 
as definitely as Stalin rules Moscow, ex- 
tracting from it hundreds of millions 
which were squandered with abandon. 
And the key that actually unlocked the 
treasure house was the politician Hines 
who worked his little Punch and Judys, 
the polite and soft-spoken prosecutors and 
the useless cops, until the 'day came when 
a combination was effected and a genu- 
inely capable prosecutor joined hands with 
an unpurchasable cop, and the two, hat- 
ing mobsters for the reeking carrion they 
are, marched blithely on to victory. 
*" 


Some lawyer criminals may always 


spring up around us. Some cops may sell 
their shining stars for dull lead. But all 
these things are trivial, mosquito bites in 
one's life, unless and until political power 
is so handled that the defenders 'and the 
sentinels basely surrender or capitulate,— 
when the courts, and the prosecutors and 
chiefs that are part of them, go to sleep 
or go crooked. 


Dutch Schultz. with all his rackets, 


wouldn't have lasted long enough to be- 
come known outside his city were it not 
for Jimmie Hines. And Jimmie Hines 
could never have earned his $1000 a week 
unless he had "planted" a prosecutor who 
might more appropriately have been act- 
ing as defense counsel. 


We think the most obvious thing to be 


drawn from the Dixie Davis recitation is 
that cops and prosecutors alike can with 
ease adequately protect the public and 
crush the bloodsuckers who would feed 
upon it .so long as they have the mental 
ability to think faster than the crooks and 
the stoutness of heart to outstay them, and 
they are not stabbed or pulled from be- 
hind

MILK RISES 


Although its connection with Gov- 


ernor Heil's milk campaign is con- 
jectural, Republicans eye with satis- 
faction recent evidence of a rise 
in the Wisconsin milk market. From 
a 1939 low of $1.06 a hundred for 
all uses in April, the level has ris- 
en to $1.11 for June. 


Even more promising is the fact 


that much of the rise was repre- 
sented in a boost in the price of 
milk used for cheese — for cheese 
provides the outlet for a great por- 
ion of Wisconsin milk production. 
Vlilk sent to cheese factories in 
June brought an average price of<

And the sweetening 
effect of a bit of saccharin in coffee 
or tea is as satisfactory as a lot of 
sugar. You know, our .annual per 
capita consumption of sugar in the 
United 
States is well over 100 


pounds, and thatjs one of the rea- 
sons why we get fat so easily. It is 
also one of the reasons why we get 
insufficient vitamins. 


To stout people who are trying to 


reduce and to those who wish to 
avoid accumulating more slacker 
flesh. I recommend the regular use 
of saccharin in place of sugar.

sugar yields approximately 30 cal- 
ories—not enough to run more than 
a mile on. but still I'd rather enjoy 


eggs, cheese, peas, beans, wheat, 
etc.?

"My little son, twenty-two months old, will not play nicely with his 


brother and sister, six and eight They are good to him and try to ge 
him to play with them but he fights them off and cries " 


He would be likely to do just that because he cannot play with chil- 


dren so much beyond him in mental and physical development. He Is no1 
equipped for play with children on this age level. Nor can they play hap- 
pily •with him. All they can do with him is to treat him as a baby and 
make a toy of him, which is not satisfying in any sense. 


A two-year-old child plays a good part of the time by himself if he 


has the right toys, and a pleasant place. He likes to have a friend or 
friends of about his own age close by, but the two, or the group, will be 
likely to play as individuals, each absorbed in his own scheme of en- 
joyment Later on they will play together but the notion of every man 
for himself will still be strong in them. Teamwork comes after the chil- 
dren have emerged from infancy into childhood. Somewhere during the 
years between seven and ten it begins to show. 


In whatever stage of growth the children happen to be, they need play- 


mates of their own age levels. In order to enjoy each other they must 
have about the same power. That 
means they must have had about 
the same experiences, too. The in- 
terests of children of the same age 
level are near enough to enable 
them to understand and to help 
each other. There is no fun in play- 
ing if each cannot do his full share 
in the game. A two-year-old child 
cannot do this in play with a six- 
year-old, or an eight-year-old. 


Children in early childhood, in 


the group between seven and ten, 
can get closer to one another than 
children who are two and six. The 
interest span must be closer togeth- 
er than this to allow real coopera- 
tion in spirit and in actuality. That 
is why one should not insist upon 
making the older brother or sister 
take the younger one along to play. 
Unless the 
children 
are 
close 


enough in age and experience to 
have the same powers and interests, 
they cannnot play together with 
any advantage to either. It is not 
fair to take the playtime of the 
older ones to do something that 
cannot be done. If it is necessary to 
make the older ones take care of 
the younger ones, well and good. 
But limit that to set times and pre- 
serve the older children's playtime 
to themselves. That will make for 
peace in the family, and promote 
the growth of all the children 
through their play. 


Making older children take their 


younger sisters and brothers along 
with them when they are going out 
to enjoy themselves does not make 
for brotherly or sisterly affection. 
Many a family feud can be traced 
to that dreaded order, "Wait and 
take your little brother." Or, "You 
must take your sister to the dance." 
The result is not what is hoped for 
Far from it. Better let little brother 
find his own set. and above every- 
thing, let Sister get her own beau 
for the party. 


When Brother has to take Sister, 


HAS to like it or not. Sister has a 
feeling of failure, and Brother has 
a feeling of outrage. Let each find 
his own set and be happy within it. 
That is all one can do in the end so 
it is just as well to do it in the be- 
ginning.

Peach Meringue Pie 


2 tablespoons minute tapioca 
1 cup sugar 
i teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon melted butter 
4 cups sliced fresh peaches 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 egg whites 
4 tablespoons sugar 
Combine minute tapioca, sugar, 


salt, butter, peaches, and lemon 
juice, let stand 15 minutes, or while 
pastry is being made. Line a 9-inch 
pie plate with pastry rolled i inch 
thick, allowing pastry to extend 1 
inch beyond edge. Fit loosely on 
plate. Flute rim with fingers. Fill 
with peach mixture. Bake in hot 
oven 450 degrees F. 15 minutes, re- 
duce heat to moderate 350 degrees 
F. and continue baking 15 minutes

until 
foamy i 


throughout add sugar, 2 tablespoons 
at a time, beating after each addi- 
tion 
until sugar is thoroughly 


blended. After all sugar is added, 
continue beating until mixture will 
stand in peaks.

Peach Shortcake 


3 cups sifted cake flour 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
% cup butter or other'shortening 
I cup milk 
1J quarts sweetened, sliced 


peaches 


Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 


ing powder and salt and sift again. 
Cut in shortening, add milk all at 
once and stir carefully 
until all 


flour is dampened. Then stir vigor- 
ously until mixture forms a soft 
dough 
and follows spoon around 


bowl. 
Turn out immediately on 


slightly floured board and knead 30 
seconds. Roll \ inch thick into 
sheet, 8 by 8 inches. Fit into well 
greased 8 by 6-inch pan. Brush with 
melted butter. Bake in hot oven, 450 
degrees F., 15 to 20 minutes. Split 


hot shortcake, spread bottom half 
with soft butter and part of peaches. 
Adjust top and spread with- butter 
and remaining peaches. Garnish 
with whipped cream. Serves 8. 


Peach Ice Cream 


4 eggs 
1 cup sugar 
1 quart cream 
6 teaspoons vanilla 
1 quart sweetened peach pulp 
Scald one half of the cream over 


hot water. 
Beat egg yolks 
until 


thick, add sugar and beat again. 
Beat whites stiff, add to yolks, mix 
well, turn back into double boiler. 
Stir constantly until the custard 
coats the spoon, and when cold, add 
the rest of the cream, the flavoring 
and freeze in a freezer. When near- 
ly frozen add the sweetened peach 
pulp.

MARS' DAY 


Yesterday I told how to make .a 


small-scale model of the sun, the 
earth and Mars, using an orange j 
for the sun, and perhaps, a cherry j 
for the earth. 


Today I want to try to give a bet- 


ter idea of how a true-scale model 
might be made. I do not expect j 
readers to make this one, but shall j 
give it as a picture for the mind. 
] 


Three views of Mars made from 


photographs taken at Yerkes Ob- 
servatory less than half an hour 
apart. Note how dark marking 
moves toward right. 
At the center of a large, flat 


field, place a ball -with a diameter 
of six yards. That will be the sun. 


Six hundred and.fifty yards from i 


the" "sun," place a ball two inches 
in diameter. That will be the earth. 
.Walking 250 yards farther from 
the "sun," put down another ball a 
bit over one inch in diameter. That i I 
will be Mars. 
1 1 


The plan given is meant to rep- 


resent the position of Mars this 
week. You remember that Mars will 
be closest to the earth on Thursday. 
It then will be only about 36,000,000 j 
miles away. All this week, of 
course, it will be closer than usuaL 


It would be a mistake to suppose 


that astronomers are waiting for : 
one exact moment to study Mars. 
They are doing special work on the 
planet over a period of several 
weeks. 


Mars can oe seen only because it 


reflects sunlight Astronomers on 
the dark side, or night side, of the 
earth, can train their telescopes on 
the bright side of Mars. The earth 
is now nearly in line with Mars, 
but it is too far from Mars to 
cause an eclipse or shadow there 


Here is an interesting thing about 


Mars — it has a day almost the same 
length as ours. The length of the 
earth's day (that is, a day and a 
night) is 24 hours. On Mars, the 
day Cor day-and-night) has a length 
of 24 hours, 37 minutes, and 22 and 
! 


a-half seconds. 


It may seem strange that we can j 


tell the length of the Martian day 
down to the half-second, but that 
is the case. Astronomers have given, 
extremely close study to this planet, 
and know ever so many facts about 
it 
. 


On later days this week. I shall 


take up other facts which 'are 'well 
known. I shall also speak of several' 
great questions which hold public 
interest, such as, "What is the mean- 
ing of the polar caps on Mars?" 
"Does Mars have plant life?" 'and 
"Are there Decide on Mars?"
